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Senate Mixes 
Old With New

Although 16 new senators have joined the 
UNO Student Government's nine returning 
senators, the faces at the top of the Student Sen- 
ate hierarchy are veterans of the body. 

New senate officers include Brandon 
Stcenson, speaker of the Student Senate and 
Danielle Jensen, the senate’s new chief admin- 
istrative officer (CAO). Jensen, who served as 
speaker last year, said she would miss being a 
voting member of the senate, but is glad she 
would still be able to debate the issues at senate 
meetings. 

Last year as speaker, she said, she was re- 
sponsible for leading the senate and helping co- 
ordinate its activities, but this year will spend 
more time working with student agencies. “The 
CAO deals more with the agencies,” Jensen 
said, “I will help make sure the agencies are 
spending their money wisely.” 

Steenson, who is in his second senate term, 
said his three goals are to get students more in- 
volved on campus, help improve communica- 
tion between student groups and agencies, and 
get Student Government and the athletic depart- 
ment to work together to better support athlet- 
ics on campus. 

“My first and foremost goal is to work on 
the student apathy problem,” he said. 

The best way to help support athletics, 
Steenson said, is to promote it in the commu- 
nity. If the community becomes more involved 
in UNO athletics, then students are more likely 
to come to games and get involved as well. 

Speaking about KLBZ Radio, the student 
campus radio station that went off the air two 
years ago, Steenson said he would not mind if 
it was to make a return. “It’s a great idea, but I 
don’t know if it's under our jurisdiction,” he 
said.

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Education Key in AIDS 


Awareness, Prevention

A public show of support for people living 
with HIV commemorated World AIDS Day on 
Dec. 1, an annual event since 1988. Activities 
in Omaha were at the First United Methodist 
Church, near 70th and Cass Streets. 

“They know that they're not alone, that this 
is onc time during the year people can get to- 
gether and say ‘we’re interested also,” UNO 
Campus Pastor Rev. Phil Owen said at a local 
World AIDS Day event he chaired. “People liv- 
ing with HIV can express some of their anger, 
some of their fear, or hope, or whatever, and 
have that heard collectively. And some of the 
people giving them support can say ‘we're here 
to support you.’” 

“HIV/AIDS is nota ‘me’ disease, it is a *we’ 
disease,” said Terrence Scott,state coordinator 
for the American Red Cross of Nebraska AIDS 
network, “Each of us has to take our piece of 
the pie and learn as much as we can about the 
virus, learn the facts and be able to separate the 
appropriate factual information from any mis- 
information that may be out there and provide 
this information in a non-judgmental, culturally 
sensitive manner.” 

“My fear is that if you are not infected, you 
don't feel that you are affected,” Owen said. “I 
think people just ignore it. My feeling is that 
people either know quite a bit or they know 
nothing. It doesn’t average out.” 

Scott said education is key to addressing the 
issue of HIV/AIDS. 

“Of course we talk about prevention, inter- 
vention, and treatment. Those three components 
must be interactive,” he said. 

Sheri Wendel, Community Health Educa- 
tor with the Douglas County Health Depart- 
ment, said prevention should begin with youth. 


“The new HIV cases in their early 20s and mid- 
20s were probably infected in high school years 
or early 20s. We know the education’s out there, 
but they’re not doing anything, so we started 
looking into peer education.” 

The Douglas County Health Department 
received a grant for a program called Respond- 
ing & Educating Adolescents Concerning 
Healthy Options Using Theater (REACH 
OUT). College students dramatize composite 
storics based on actual cases in Nebraska of in- 
dividuals with sexually transmitted diseases or 
HIV/AIDS. Wendel, who is coordinator of the 
program, said rescarch has shown peer educa- 
tion to be more effective than the traditional lec- 
ture format. 

“Peers adapt healthy behaviors when peers 
model it,” she said. 

REACH OUT presentations are primarily 
designed for junior high and high school stu- 
dents, but can accommodate audiences of col- 
lege age as well. Wendel said people of this age 
group tend to not “pay as much attention to it 
as they should.” 

“We're secing college students come in to 
get tested (for HIV), so we know some of them 
are worried about getting it, but are they chang- 
ing their behavior?” she said. 

Ow2n and Scott expressed similar concerns 
about college-age individuals. 

“You have to know how it’s transmitted and 
you have to assume you’ re going to be exposed 
and that any time you engage in any of that, 
then take the proper precautions. I’m not sure 
that’s really getting through all the way,” Owen 
said. “We live in a wonderful state of denial.” 

“If we’re talking about behavior change, that 
only occurs if people are given tools they need

Hearing aids help many, but for some, hearing aids aren’t 
enough. 

Many pcople benefit from hearing aids. But what about those 
who are unable to understand speech even with the help of a 
hearing aid? 

“A cochlea implant docs more than a hearing aid,” said Debbie 
Veazey, coordinator of the Cochlea Implant Center at the Boys 
Town Rescarch Hospital in Omaha, “Previously only hearing 
aids, which merely amplify sound and tactile aids, which pro- 
vide a feeling sensation, were used by the hearing impaired. A 
cochlea implant is a small electronic device that is surgically 
implanted permanently under the skin behind one car. An exter- 
nal speech processor, which weighs a little over four ounces and 
can be worn on a belt, translates incoming sound into electrical 
signals. A cable routes to a small circular headpiece less than an 
inch in diameter that is attached to the implant behind the ear by 
a magnet.” 

The device, which may appear to the casual observer as a 
sort of Walkman attached behind one ear, is very different from 
a conventional hearing aid, according to Veazcy. “The implant 
gocs beyond damaged parts of the inner car and stimulates audi- 
tory nerve fibers in the cochlea, a snail-shaped part of the inner 
ear,” she said. “In the process of hearing, sound waves pass 
through the car canal and vibrate the eardrum. This vibration 
carries to three tiny bones in the middle ear and finally to fluid 
in the cochlea that is covered with thousands of tiny hair cells. 
“These hair cells signal the auditory nerve that the brain inter- 
prets as sound. When hair cells in the cochlea are damaged or 
less in number an implant is useful, said Veazey. 

The device is used by both adults and children. “Our young- 
est patient so far is 19 months and our oldest is 82 years,” said 
Veazcy. “Three to 5 years is the average age, while 2 years is 
generally the youngest age to undergo the surgery. Recently, we 
made an exception with the 19-month-old child. The child had 
meningitis. Bone was forming in the cochlea. In such special 
cases, we may suggest implanting the device at an earlier age,”

she said. 

The surgery is a low-risk procedure done under general an- 
esthetic. “It takes three to four hours and there is less risk than in 
a routine tonsillectomy,” Veazey said. “A 23-hour (outpatient) 
hospital stay follows. The procedure costs $30-$40,000 includ- 
ing hospitalization and counseling sessions. It is covered by most 
insurance companies and by Medicare and Medicaid.” 

Veazcy said although the implant does not restore normal 
hearing it does provide more auditory information than was pre- 
viously available. “Performance varics with each patient. Chil- 
dren need to be trained to understand what they are hearing. 
There is a special amount of excitement concerning children. 
They have an exceptional capacity for learning. Adults who are 
eligible for the implant must have lost their hearing after learn- 
ing to speak. For some adults,” said Veazey, “the sounds heard 
with the implant are similar to those heard before the hearing 
loss. For some adults the sounds are quite different.” 

Veazey said the cochlea implant has existed since the mid- 
70s. Two types are currently used, the Clarion and the Nucleus- 
Spectra. The Nucleus is approved by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) for severe and profoundly hearing-impaired 
adults and profoundly deaf children. The Clarion is currently 
under clinical investigation in the United States, Veazcy said. 

The implants improve with new technology. “The implant 
began with only a single channel frequency, but now contains 
multi-channel frequencies,” she said. “The Clarion holds three 
different speech strategy programs in the one speech processor. 
The processor is programmed to meet the specific needs of the 
patient. New technological improvements are added to the ex- 
ternal processor in the same way software can be added or ex- 
changed with a computer.” 

Care is taken to help patients and their families before and 
after the surgery. “We spend time before the procedure discuss- 
ing the positive and negative aspects of the surgery and answer 
any questions,” she said. “We also have follow-up sessions af- 
terward to further support the patient’s needs.”

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PMS: Fact or Fiction?

For generations, women (and some unknowing men) have 
complained, joked, and discussed the effects of Premenstrual 
Syndrome (PMS). 

Contrary to popular belief, PMS affects only 10 percent of 
women today. The rest of the population of women who belicve 
they have PMS are mistaken by their symptoms because their 
symptoms are similar to those women who are suffering from 
PMS. 

Cindy Berkland, a women’s health registered nurse practi- 
tioner, discussed the effects of PMS in a Wednesday afternoon 
telephone interview, “PMS is only present in a small portion of 
the female population. Those females that are truly affected by 
PMS find it very difficult to function in their everyday life be- 
cause of their symptoms, 

“Some of the major symptoms of PMS are anxiety, water 
retention, swelling, breast tenderness, insomnia, backache, sweet 
cravings, and headaches,” Berkland said. 

These are also some of the symptoms that the general popu- 
lation of women are suffering from, Having one of the symp- 
toms does not mean that a women has PMS. 

PMS can start from the onset of a women’s first menstrual 
cycle. “When most women begin to ovualate in their pre-teens, 
it affects a woman slightly after menopause but as her age tn- 
creases, the symptoms start to fade,” Berkland said. 

Studies on PMS have been ongoing, but none have been con- 
clusive as to what really causes PMS. “Serotonin has been linked 
to the cause of PMS, but there has been no conclusive evidence.” 
Berkland said. 

She offered some suggestions on ways for women to reduce 
the effects of PMS. “Ifa woman reduces the amount of caffeine 
that she drinks, takes a multi-vitamin, cats complex carbohy- 
drates, reduces the amount of alcohol that she drinks,” Berkland 
said. “Ifa woman exercises and relaxes this will also help re- 

_ lieve or prevent some of the symptoms.” 

She also suggested that a woman track her own symptoms. 
“The best thing a woman should do is monitor symptoms the 
days preceding her period.”

Those who participate in risky sexual behavior may encoun- 
ter a sexually transmitted disease (STD) such as genital or oral 
herpes. Herpes, which the Greeks defined as “creeping,” has 
been around since man and nature have taken their course. 

Crystal Jones* contracted genital herpes three ycars ago, af- 
ter having sex with her fiancé. “I thought because we were en- 
gaged I didn’t have to worry about protection. But unannounced 
to me, my fiancé had cheated on me twice and I contracted her- 
pes from him.” 

According to the Center for Disease Control (CDC), herpes 
can be transmitted with or without scxual intercourse. It can be 
transmitted by kissing, oral sex, and intercourse. 

“T first thought I was sick with some kind of stomach virus. 
But Thad this very sore and painful feeling in my genital area, so 
T went to Planned Parenthood and I tested positive for genital 
herpes,” Jones said. Other symptoms of genital or oral herpes, 
according to the CDC, are; fluid-filled lesions, cuts, flu symp- 
toms, swollen lymph nodes, genital discharge and painful uri- 
nation. “I felt a soreness in my gland, and in the creases of my 
leg,” Jones said. 

The symptoms of genital or oral herpes are not always vis- 
ible. Infection can be present even without symptoms. It can be 
months to years before a person has any symptoms present. The 
herpes virus tends to have a |- to 26-day incubation period. 

The CDC does not accept blood tests as a reliable indicator 
of herpes because the results can give a false positive or false 
negative. Instead, the CDC and other medical faculties accept a 
viral tissue culture. They retrieve the sample by rubbing a cot- 
ton swab over the infected area. 

There are no vaccines for the herpes virus, Judith Jackson, 
assistant nursing manager at Ehrling Berquist, Offutt Air Force 
Base Hospital said in a Wednesday evening interview, “One of 
the most common drugs used for controlling herpes is Zorivax. 
It's a prescription-based topical ointment.” 

Herpes can lead to more serious diseases such as shingles, 
“Shingles tends to develop in older people who were exposed to 
herpes at an carly age. It affects exposed neurons, and sensors.”

Even though Jones has been affected by herpes, she has en- 
joyed a completely normal life. She married a different man 
who is faithful, and had her first child. Jones was able to vagi- 
nally deliver her child because she had not experienced an out- 
break. She said she has had no outbreaks of herpes since her 
diagnosis. “My husband and I don’t use protection. If we have 
even and inkling that I have an outbreak, we abstain from sex.”

The top-ranked Lady Mavs (32-2) will win a national title in volleyball 
this weekend if they can win three straight matches. 

A national champion will be crowned when the eight teams still in con- 
tention for the Division I] Women’s Volleyball Championship clash in a 
tournament beginning Saturday. The tournament is being held at the Central 
Missouri State University Multipurpose Building in Warrensburg, Mo, 

UNO wil play Saturday at 2:30 p.m. in the quarterfinals. The Lady Mavs 
have drawn New Haven (Conn.) as their opponent, 

New Haven, at 44-1. has the best record of any Elite Eight team. Their 
onfy loss of the season came against the defending national champion. The 
Chargers also have the best hiting percentage in the Elite Eight with a .328 
mark. 

The Lady Mavs qualified for the Elite Eight by defeating North Dakota 
State in four games on Nov, 24. That victory secured the North Central 
Regional Championship for the Lady Mavs. 

If the Lady Mavs can win Saturday. they will play in the Semifinals at 
4:30 pam. Sunday against either Northern Michigan or the University of 
Nebraska-Kearney. 

Semifinal winners will play in the final on Monday at 7:30 p.m.

Cate, Shafer Share Award

If the Lady Mavs are going to do well in the Elitce.Eight this 
weekend, they are going to need good, balanced play from all 
their players. Two players to watch in particular will be middle 
blocker Tanya Cate and outside hitter Erin Shafer. Cate and Shafer 
have been named the Gateway Co-Lady Mavs of the Month. 

A major reason for the Lady Mav’s volleyball success this 
year has been the balanced attack in the offense. Last year, the 
team relied heavily on the hitting prowess of Denise Otten. This 
year, however, four players are hitting above .290, and six play- 
ers are hitting above .250. Last year, Otten was the only primary

hitter with a hitting percentage better than .230. 

“The responsibility of Denise Otten didn’t go to just one per- 
son,” said Head Coach Rose Shires. “The departure (of Otten) 
has made everybody clsc step up their game.” 


Cate and Shafer have stepped up their games in a big way | 


and have been forces to be reckoned with at the net this ycar. 
Cate has 424 kills and, aside from setter Amy Steffel, leads the 
team with a .354 hitting percentage. Last year, Cate hit .234 as 
an outside hitter. This year she moved to the middle. 

“T think Tanya has done a very good job of switching to an- 
other position,” Shires said. “In every match she plays 
one rotation as an outside hitter and two rotations in 
the middle. That makes you have to adjust your tim- 
ing, your vision as a blocker, sometimes even your 
aggressiveness as a player. And Tanya has done a 
good job of that.” 

Cate said she has worked on her aggressiveness 
this year. She said playing in the middle required a 
more aggressive approach to the game, “especially 
on the block. You have to really fight to get out there 
and close the block, even if you get held.” Her ef- 
forts have carned her the second most blocks on the 
team, behind Kim Gerdes. 

Cate said part of the reason for her team-leading 
hitting percentage was the fact that she played the 
middle. “With the middle there are more instances 
of one on one blocks, so there are more opportuni- 
ties for clean shots,” she said. 

A middle hitter may have a higher hitting per- 
centage than an outside hitter, then. But outside hit- 
ters get more sets, according to Cate. 

The Lady Mavs have relied heavily on Shafer in 
the outside hitter position this year. She has a .257 
hitting percentage and leads the team with 447 total 
g kills. Shafer said she is often double blocked by the 

3 = opponent. At 5-feet-9-inches, this puts her at a dis- 
= advantage when she goes up against taller players. 

“Every team we play is much taller, much bigger 

than we arc,” Shires said. “That means we have to 
jump higher and fonger.” 

Shafer has been able to do just that this year. She
